New Methods 
In Anaesthesia 


Probably the two outstanding 
advances in surgery during the 
last 100 years have been the dis- 
covery and practice of anaesthe- 
sia and antisepsis. 


Separately and together they have 
probably been the means of saving 
more Hves thon have been lost In all 
the wars since their advent, 


Antisepsis, by recognising, and 
combating the cuusc. of local sup- 
puratlon—the . dread. scquel ..of.. so 
“Mony carlicr, operations—opened. up 
vast new possibilities for surgical 
treatment and cures, Annesthesja, 
by abolishing pain and sccurlng mius- 
cular and tissue relaxation, enabled 
the most prolonged .and delicate 
operations to be undertnken. Speed 
no longer became ‘the first essential 
of surgery. 


Just as the name anaesthesia was 
colned by an American, Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes, so were anaesthetics, -in 
the practical modern sense, a gift 
from the New World. It was under 
ether, in America, that the first ma- 
jor operations, in painless conditions, 
were conducted In 1846, and within a 
few months the exampie had been 
followed in England. 


ARRIVAL OF CHLOROFORM 


Later, thanks chiefly to James 
Young Simpson, .of. Edinburgh, 
chloroform was added. to the 
armoury of annesthetics; and since 
then there have been varlous modi- 
ficatidns: and combinations of both, 
together with on increased use for 
minor operations of what was ori- 
ginally known os - “laughing gas,” 
now generally used in combination 
with oxygen. 


Later stil various preparations, 
chiefly with a cocalne or cocaine- 
derivative basis, began to be used as 
local anaesthetics, these having the 
power of depriving relatively small 
areas. of the skin and underlying 
tissues of sensibility for brief but, in 
many cases, suMcient periods. 

It was then found, again chiefly 
as the result of ploncer work in 
America, that large arens of the body 


1| could -be annesthetised by Injecting 


certain of these substances Into the 
spinal cnnal, and many extensive 
operations upon the lower parts of 
the body have been conducted under 
this spinal anacsthesia, 

gain, what Is known as regional 
idMnesthesin—the isolating from pain- 
ful sensations of an area of the body 
by establishing a ring of locnity an- |. 
nesthetised nerves, has made possi- 
ble some of the very prolonged 
operations involved. In present-day 
brain surgery. 


SURGEONS’ PREFERENCE 


Nevertheless, it is probably true to 
say that most surgeons prefer, when- 
even possible, to use a general on- 
aesthetic; ond an immense amount of 
work has been done in making the 
reception of this, and the recovery 
from at, pleasant to the patient. 

Nowadays, too, though the main 
anaesthetic may be ether or chloro- 
form, itis generally ushered In with 
gos or gas and oxygen, which are’ 
much pleasanter to inhale. Not only 
is-the modern practice of anaesthesia 
a good deal safer thon the. old, but 
it has eliminated almost cyery factor 
thnt can alarm or distress the re- 
clpient.

Two instances will suffice, Re- 
tired Regular officers come back with 
their own rank, but they are not 
eligible for promotion or for the 
normal Increments in pay after 50 
many years’ service, nor does. “short 
service” count towards an increase 
of pension, Ex-oMicers and mem- 
bers of the Officers’ Emergency Re- 
serve are commissioned in the rank 
of lieutenant, although they might 
have retired as majors. They, again, 
are not cligible for promotion. These | 
conditions of service have obviously 
been drawn up with an cye to 
finance rather than to military 
efficiency, This is penny-wise and 
pound-foolish, We are expending 
hundreds of’ millions on cquinment 
of oll icinds, and good officers are 
more important than equipment. 


It is suggested, in the first place, 
that the principle should be re- 
cogniscd that officers do not stand 
still when they leave the Army. 
Some get better, and some pet wor! 
Those taken on for “short servic 
are required to attend for on inter- 
view ot the War Office. Most of 
them ore already serving under the 
Reserve and Auxiliary Forces Act.. 
It-should not be diMcult to xrade 
them according to their capacity and 
to grant them rank accordingly. The

With this freedom 
would also disappear freedom of 
even private conversation which, 
we might add, has been respon- 
sible more than anything for the 
dissemination of evil rumours in 
this Colony. 

No doubt, in unfettered free- 
dom there is a danger of abuse; 
‘but in any ense the remedy is not 
to be found in official supervi- 
sion; and the danger or abuse is 
less than the danger of} 
subjection. i 

In Hongkong, as in other parts 
of the democracies, the relation 
of Press to Government should 
be like that ‘ of: neighbours in 
the residential quarters of a 
suburb. They should not forbid 
an unobtrusive eye on each 
, —-[other’s activities, or even a nod- 
ding acquaintance, but .they 
should stop short of an intimacy
